Effect o f Heat o n the Skin. 
Black skins absorb more beat than 
white skips, and it would therefore 
seem to lie the wrong color for the 
tropics. 
Ihjt the absorption of heat by 
the black skin produces excessive pers­ 
piration, and consequent 
cooling by 
evaporation; so it is really a blessing. 
A reflecting skin would 
not 
absorb 
much of the beat rays. 
Such a skin 
is like a mirror, and is possessed by 
sleek animals. 
Black skins, while they 
absorb bent more quickly than white, 
nlso lose it more quickly when tlie an­ 
imal gets In the shade. 
As n mutter 
of fact, nearly all dark-skinned animals 
of the tropics hide during the daytime 
and come forth only a t night, simply 
because they are not supplied with the 
kind of glnnds mentioned, and not be 
cause of their black skins. 


Ho w Faai Do g s Can Run. 
A fox terrier, as we nil know, will 
follow his m aster’s carriage for hours 
with no signs of fatigue. 
Wolves will 
travel 60 miles in a night. 
Nansen 
saw Arctic foxes on the ice nearly 500 
miles from land. 
Eskimo dogs can 
travel 45 miles in five hours, accord­ 
ing to an authority, who relates that 
he once drove his dog team seven miles 
in half an hour. 
A Siberian dog. on 
good ice, will draw about GO pounds; 
ordinary domestic dogs, at. full speed, 
run at the rate of from 33 to 40 feet 
a second; setters and pointers, about 
to 21 7-10 relies an hour, and they 
can maintain this speed for two or 
three hours. Foxhounds are very fast, 
and in a recent frlal one of them beat 
a thoroughbred horse, covering four 
miles in six and a half minutes. Grey­ 
hounds can run at the rate o f 5 to 75 
feet a second. 
Horses cannot exceed

but the allies will push the war In spite of winter.

many and a g rowing desire for peace will hasten the end.

man conq uests and ambitions are falling like a house of cards. 
Turkey , 


Hung ary , Poland, Ukraine, Bulg aria and others are all shaking oft the Teu­ 


ton y oke, which six short months ag o threatened the civilized world hut is 


now nothing but an empty dream. 


Absolute, unconditional surrender by the Teutons and nothing else, will 


now satisfy the American people, also evacuation of all territory obtained 


since the commencement of the war. 
The allied armies will continue on 


the battle field and follow the enemies as they retreat until all their armies 


have arrived within their own borders and they lay down their arms, which 


President Wilson will leq uire. 
Then and not until then will an armistice 


be in order. 
There is no use in accepting peace until these term s are com­ 


plied with, and the handwriting on the wall Indicates that such will be the 


result at an early date. 
It is to be hoped the allies will make every effort 


to end forever the rule of the Hohenzollerns in Europe. 
The present kais­ 


er is bad and viciously cruel, as we have fully ex perienced in the last four to 


fiv y ears, but to leave the succession open to his six sbns, with the possibil­ 


ity of having six additional kaisers, would be a serious menace to the 


world’s peace for the nex t fifty y ears.

German nation on the question of 
surrender presented by the allies. 


Report Reply Is On Way. 
While press reports continue to 
State that a rejoinder from t lie Ger­ 
man government to President Wilson 
is on the way the state department 
was without any in form at ion tonight 
Indicating that such a communication 
has been dispatched from Berlin. If 
the press reports are authentic the 
reply should have been transmitted 
today by the Swiss government and 
would he due in Washington tomor­ 
row. 
The Swiss legation stated to­ 
night that no diplomatic note had 
been received. 
Such advices as have been received 
by the state department describe the 
confusion among the elements of the 
German government resulting from 
the virtual ultimatum to surrender 
contained in the president’s reply to 
the Teutonic peace appeal. 
There has been bitter dissension 
among the German political parties 
concerning the attitude to be adopt­ 
ed toward the allied stand and the in­ 
ability to reach an agreement held up 
the framing of a rejoinder and pos­ 
sibly is still blocking such action.

Austria's Doom Sealed. 
Austria has been doomed by the

“ There is no talk anywhere of a 
peace without victory and anything 
in the Mature of a negotiated peace 
wilt be far from satisfactory to the 
American people, as I have come in 
touch with them during the last few 
weeks. 
And I am strongly of the 
opinion that the crisis will not be 
passed when the allies have won the 
military victory, which cannot now 
be long delayed. 
Then in fact we 
will havq reached the crisis. 
The 
diplomatic 
negotiations which will 
follow will be the supreme test. 
"In my opinion and in that of many 
other level-headed judges who hav« 1 
seen things as they are, both at the 
front ‘over there,’ and in this coun­ 
try, only live nations should sit in 
at the council table at which the 
destiny of Germany will he decided. 
It goes without saying that they are: 
France, Great Britain, Belgium, It­ 
aly and the United States. 
“ They will deliberate and reach 
their conclusions and then, as 1 most 
sincerely hope and believe, Germany 
wrill be told emphatically the terms 
she must accept. 
There is no reas­ 
on why any neutral country should 
be represented at the most important 
international council ever held 
in 
the history of the world. 
I would 
rule out Switzerland, Norway, Swed­ 
en and Holland. 
Unquestionably 
the position of these countries has 
been a difficult one during the course 
of the world war; but they are neu­ 
trals and the final word must be said 
by the principals 1 have just named. 
Some Things Must Go. 
“ One thing is certain: Hohenzol- 
lernism and Hapsburgism, with all 
they represent, must be wiped from 
the face of the earth. 
Then 1 believe 
we shall be in a position to establish 
a real League of Nations, in which 
Germany shall have 
no 
part— at 
least for many years, until Germany 
has remade itself and brought forth 
works meet for repentance. 
Wilson’s Grom Power. 
“ It is surprising beyond measure,” 
Dr. Newton continued, “ to see how in 
a few months the United States has 
been turned from a rather loosely 
organized democracy into a bureau­ 
cratic paternalism. 
I do not be­ 
lieve there has ever been a ruler in 
the history of the world with such 
autocratic power as President Wil­ 
son. 
lie has not assumed it for him­ 
self, the people have given it to him. 
Beyond question he is the outstand­ 
ing figure in the world today, and in 
this country, he is absolute autocrat. 
“ Let us hope that he w'ill use this 
vast power wisely and dlscretly. 
He 
once said that he had a ‘one-track 
mind.* It is of the utmost Importance 
that he take counsel with those who 
are able to advise him well. 
His de­ 
scription of his owm mentality may 
have been truthful, even if a bit in­ 
judicious, but I must say that it is 
somewhat alarming to have the des­ 
tiny of the world, of civilization, hu­ 
manity and Christianity, dependent at
